tempted Outrage and 


Robbery. 


The charge of attempted outrage nnd 


robbery against Al. MeOoodwin, preferred 
by Mrs. Elizabeth Charnock, ihdn't stick. 
Justice Curtis heard the evidence and 
arguments for two warm duj 9 and last 
evening he gave his judgment,, which WHS 
that the evidence hud clearly established 
an alibi for the defendant. It was shown 
to the satisfaction of the 'Squire that 
McGoodwin on the night of May 12, the 
night of the alleged assault, was at his 
home in the western part of the second 
ward, and that he could not have as- 
saulted Mrs. Charnock. The Justice felt 
convinced that Mrs. Charnock honestly* 
believed that Al was the man who had 
assaulted her, but at the eame time the 
proof was that the defendant was at hie 
home all of that evening 
Accordingly 


Al. was discharged and lio walked out of 
the court room without interference. 


The arguments by the opposing attor- 


neys in the cuse were vigorous and elo- 
quent and the court nnd audience were 
greatly enlightened ae to law points on 
alibis and circumstantial evidence.

The transportation of Undo Sam'tt mails 
is something enormous. Superintendent 
Burt. nf the railway mail service, said:

a monopoly of all mail transportation.

You can employ a 
messenger boy to carry a letter for you, 
or you can hand a letter to a friend to 
deliver at, a personal accommodation. 


"To get at the matter of transportation 


it were better to know at first what ore 
po.-t r( >adh. Well, all water.s i if the United 
Statt-s, all railroads or part of railroads, 
all canals, all plank roads and tho road 
on which the mail is carried to any court 
house or county .seat. Tho mails must 
be can-led on any train that thu post- 
inastei gene nil may seksct. 


"Now as t., the pay. 1 might wvy that 


land grant roads, that is, roads that get 
help from the government, only receive 
MI JX.T cent, for transporting. The rail- 
roads furnish all cars or parts of cars 
for the carrying of mails, and they shall 
!«• maintained, heated and lighted uy 
the railroad companies. Thogovernuifnt 
p.iys *•»-, per mile per annum for mail 
car;, forty feet in length, $4.1) for a fifty- 
foot car and !}SU for a sixty-foot car. Tlio 
government does not own anything about 
the equipment except, of course, its wioka 
and punches for mail. 


"A gi iod p< istal car will cost from $1,000 


to if.1,(iii». Now you've got the figures 
for the cars. Tlid government pays $50 
per annum per mile, for every 200 pounds; 
500 pounds, *75; l.OOU pounds, $100; 1,500 
pomiiK $125; 2,000 pounds, $150; 3,500 
pounds, If 175; 
5,000 pounds, $200, and$25 


for every additional 2,000 pounds. Tho 
government paid about $20,000,000 in 
1 W.I f or transporting the mails; for rental 
of postal ears, *.s,ii«0,00o, and for pay of 
clerk-, $.-),!iip|i,iKii>. This is for ruilroiul 
ftfivice alone. 


"The steamboat scrvico costs $500,000, 


and tho stage coach and horseback serv- 
ice, .f(i,)(l,i)ui); the mail equipment, pouch- 
es, locks, etc., $200,000. So you see the 
government pays nearly $40,000,000 for 
mail sun-ice."—Cincinnati Times-Star.

Out of the Hole. 


Oar reform Democratic contemporary 


has finally succeeded in figuring out to 
its own satisfaction that the Democrats 
in congress have succeeded in putting the 
Republicans in a hole on the silver bill' 
and declares that the Democrats have 
demonstrated that they are the friends 
of free coinage.

If the Democrats 
are in favor of free coinage it is proper 
to .inquire why the last Eoute, being 
Democratic, did not pass a free coinage 
bill? They neither did it nor attempted 
it. There was as good a chance one or 
two years ago to form the combination 
in the Senate as now, which fact estops 
them from pleading that the Senate was 
Republican and being so, they, the Dem- 
ocrats, could do nothing. The facts show 
that the Democratic party, if it were re- 
sponsible for legislation, -would not be in 
favor of free coinage now. 


As to the Republicans being in a hole 


that is refuted by the courage thnt the 
Republican party has dibplajed m the 
past in legislating for the people, that 
party has had the courage to legislate on 
important ruatters and it has the same 
sort of courage now. The party is not in 
favor of enriching the silver kings of this 
and other countries by giving them 8100 
for 882, in order to reach free coinage, 
and they will not do it.
